AWARD 

This is a reference by the Central Government under Section 10(1) (d) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 for the adjudication of a dispute between the Jaipur 
Udyog Limited, Sawai Madhopur and their workmen in respect of the following 
matters: — 

“Whether the action of the management of the Jaipur Udyog Limited, P.O. 
Phalodi Quarry, Sawaimadhopur in terminating the services of Shri 
Bhisham Verma, Ipcllne Driver, with effect from the 9th July, 1908, 
on grounds of superannuation was legal and justified? If not, to 
what relief is he entitled?” 

The Karamchari Sangh by their statement of claim submits that the Jaipur 
Udyog Limited, Sawaimadhopur has two units, Cement Works at Sawaimadhopur 
and a quarry, 14 miles away from Sawaimadhopur at Phalodi. Both are parts of 
the same establishment and the employees of one unit are transferable to the 
other unit. However, each of them have a separate set of Standing Orders. 
Before 1966 the age of retirement in both the units was 55 years. In 1966 there 
was a settlement between the Cement Works Karamchari Sangh who represented 
both the units and the Management whereby the age of retirement at Phalodi 
Quarry was raised to 58 years, By force of another agreement dated 14th 
February, 1955 between the Cement Works Karamchari Sangh and the Manage- 
ment which was still In force and whereby the Cement Wonts at Sawai Madho- 
pur and Quarry at Phalodi were treated as parts of the same establishment and 
a settlement with workers of one unit was automatically to be awHed to another 
unit. The settlement of 1966 applied to the Cement Works at Sawai Madhopur 
automatically and raised the retirement age to 58 yet they illegally retired Bhisham 
Verma, Incline Driver at the age of 55 years on the basis of the age provided in 
the Standing Orders of that Unit. According to them Bhisham Verma had also 
not completed 65 years of age. They, therefore, submit that retirement of Bhisham 
Verma was bad and illegal and he shmild be reinstated. 

The Management of the Jaipur Udyog Limited by their written statement sub- 
mit that Bhisham Verma had been retired on attaining the age of supTcraimuation 
as provided in the Standing Orders of the Phalodi Quarry. Th^ deny that the 
settlement arrived at with Cement Works Karamchari Sangh, Sawed. Madhopur 
was ipso facto applicable to the quarry and pleaded that the settlement arrived 
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at in the year 1966 raising the age of superannuation from 66 to 58 years was only 
in respect of the workmen employed at the works. They, however, concede that 
for purposes of inter transfer of the employees the Cement Works at Sawai Madho- 
pur and the Quarries of the Company are treated as part of the same organisation 
but for no other purpose. They, therefore, pray that the reference be rejected. 

The Karamchari Sangh examined Bhisham Verma and relied on certain docu- 
ments purporting to give his correct age. The Man^ement examined Vishal 
Singh in rebuttal and relied on the certified Standing <3rders of that unit, 

I have heard both the sides and have also persued the record. It is an admitted 
position that the Cement Factory at Sawai Madhopur and the Quarries at Phalodi 
are two units of the same establishment viz. the Jaipur Udyog Limited, Sawai 
Madhopur and the employees of one unit are transferable to the other upit- The 
Management of the Company has in their written statement itself said that “for 
the purposes of inter-transfer of employees the Cement Works at Sawai Madho- 
pur and the Quarries of the Company are treated as parts of the same organisa- 
tion”. In practice also the employees of one unit have been and are being trans- 
ferred to another unit and vice versa. In this view of the matter there should be 
a uniform set of rules for the workmen of the Jaipur Udyog Limited as a whole, 
They cannot have one set of Standing Orders for one unit and entirely a different 
set for the workmen of another unit. It is immaterial that In case of one unit the 
Standing Orders have to be certified by the Certifying Officer appointed by the 
Government of India and in the other case i.e. in case of Cement Works by an 
officer appointed toy the Government of Rajasthan. 

The contention of the Management of the Company is that the age of super- 
annuation in the Standing Orders of the Quarries was 55 years and therefore Shri 
Bhisham Verma was rightly retired. But the contention has no force. The 
clause of superannuation could not be provided in the Standing Orders. Such a 
•clause in the certified Standing Orders of the Company for Phalodi Quarries was 
without authority of law and therefore not enforceable. In a case of similar 
nature the Orissa High Court has held in S. K. Ghosh Vs. Chairman, Orissa 
Electricity Board (A.IJI. 1970 Orissa 126) that as the case of superannuation was 
not covered under the items of the Schedule appended to Industrial Employment 
(Standing Orders) Act, 1946, certification of a clause relating to superannuation 
^so by tne Certifying Officer in a Standing Order is not a valid certification under 
Section 4 of the said Act and such, certification could not add enforcibillty to 
it, not even on the ground that the workers did not challenge such provisions 
before the Certifying (Jfflcer. 

In this view of the matter, therefore, the management of the Company cannot 
seek protection under the Standing Orders of the Phalodi Quarries to retire a man 
on attaining the age of 66 years or for having two different age limits for retire- 
ment of workmen in their same establishment. It is an admitted position that in 
Cement Works the retirement age is 58 years. They cannot, therefore, have a 
lower age limit of superannuation for workmen at the Phalodi Gharries, more so 
when workmen of Cement Works are admittedly transferable to Phalodi Quarries 
and of the Quarries to the Cement Works. 

The order of the Management retiring Shri Bhisham Verma at the age of 55 
years was, therefore, illegal and cannot be sustained. I, therefore, quash the 
order and direct the Management of the Company to take him back m service 
with full back wages. The retiral benefits, if any, paid to Shri Bhishapi Verma 
shall be adjusted towards his wages. 

I award accordingly.

The Central Government, beii^ of opinion that an industrial dispute exists 
between the employer Shri G. C. Behera, Raising Contractor in Kasia Iron Mines 
of Messrs S. Lai and Company (Private) Limited, Kasia, P. O. Bhadrasahi, via 
Barbil, Distt. Keonjhar, Orissa and their workmen, by Its order No. 12(12)/70- 
LR-IV, dated 24th April, 1970 referred to this Tribunal under Section 10(1) (d) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 for adjudication the dispute in respect of the 
matters specified in the schedule annexed thereto. The schedule is extracted 
below: — 


Schedule 

‘Whether the discharge from service of Sri P. C. Das, a mining mate by 
Shri G. C, Behera, Raising Contractor in Kasia Iron Mines of Messrs

2. The statement of demands was filed on behalf of the workmen and not oil 
behalf of the employers. 

3, The case was fixed for hearing on 18tb December. 1970 and inspite of service’ 
of notice no party appeared. But a telegram was received stating that the parties 
had arrived at mutual settlement and that detailed information was following. On 
the very next day a joint application was received by post on behalf of the part- 
ies enclosing to it a compromise memo. However, the case was adjourned to 
5th January, 1971. On this date also no party appeared. Till today also there 
Is no further information on behalf of either of the parties. The inference is ir- 
resistible that the compromise received Is true and that there is no dispute left 
between the parties for adjudication. Having gone through the terms of the 
compromise memo I find them for the benefit of the affected workman in parti- 
cular and the workmen of the industrial concern in general. Thus, I accept the 
compromise memo and make the Award in accordance with its terms. The com- 
promise memo is made a part of the Award. The Award is submitted under 
Section 15 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.

Short recital of the case 

The Keonjhar Mines & Forest Workers’ Union sponsored the case of Sri P. C. 
Das for his alleged wrongful dismissal by the Raising Contractor, Sri G. C. 
Behera. The General Secretary of the said union raised the issue as an industrial 
dispute before the Labour Enforcement Officer (Central) & Conciliation Officer 
(Central), Barbil. The conciliation proceedings ended In failure. 

The Government of India, in the Ministry of Labour, Employmnet & Rehabili- 
tation, referred the dispute to the Central Government Industrial Tribunal (No- 2) 
at Dhanbad for adjudication. The said Tribunal registered the case as No. 6 of 
1970. 

The parties in order to preserve the good labour and management relations and 
also as a gesture of goodwill sat together to resolve the difference of opinion. 
After protracted mutual negotiartlon between the parties, it has been agreed to 
settle the Issue on the basis of following terms which has been duly 
scrutinised by the representative of the union and accepted as fair and reasonable. 

In view of this, we pray that your Honour would be good enough to record the 
terms of settlement towards the disposal of the dispute pending adjudication 
before your goodseif. 

Terms of Settlement 
It has been mutually agreed; — 

(1) that Sri P. C. Das, the concerned workman shaR be paid one month’s 

notice pay. 

(2) that Sri P. C. Das the concerned workman shall be paid 15 days wages 

for every completed year of his services with the Contractor as 
service benefit. 

(3) that the workman shall be paid the arrears of Wage Board’s recommen- 

dations from 1st January, 1967 to the date of his dismissal. 

(4) that Sri P, C. Das shall be paid his bonus for the year ending 1969-70 

and also other legal dues, if any. 

(5) that the dues accruablc out of this settlement shall be paid to Sri P, C.

AWARD 


1. The Central Government, being of opinion that an industrial dispute exists 
between the employers in relation to the Kui^a Colliery of Messrs Kujama 
Colliery Company, Post Office Jharia, District Dhanbad and their workmen, by 
its order No. 2/140|/69-LRn, dated the 22nd of October, 1969. referred under 
Section 10(1) (d) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 to this Tribunal for adjudi- 
cation the matters specified in the Schedule annexed thereto. The Schedule ia 
extracted below: 


Schedule 

'^Whether the management of Kujama Colliery Company, Post Office Jharia, 
District Dhanbad, was Juatifled In terminating the service of Shri A. 
K, Banerjee, Overman, with effect from the 1st February, 1969? If 
not, to what relief the workman entitled?” 

2, The employers filed their written statement on 4th March 1970, A pre- 
liminary point has been taken In para 4 of their written statement which runs as 
follows; — 

"That no dispute was raised by the workman before the employers against 
the order of termination of his services with due notice and as such 
there cannot be any dispute on that score.” 

8. On facts the case of the management is that Sri A. K. Banerjee, the con- 
cerned workman was appointed as an overman by the manager of the Colliery by 
a letter dated 21st May 1968 asking hhn to join duty from the 3rd shift of 22nd 
May 1968 without any special service condition. 

4. The concerned workman being an unconfirmed employee and having not' 
completed one full year of service his services were rightly terminated in 
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accordance with the i)rovisions of condition of his services as governed by the 
Standing Orders applicable to the Kujama Colliery and it was a case of termina- 
tion simpliciter and to that extent the employers are within their jurisdiction to 
terminate the services of the workman concerned without even assigning any 
reason whatsoever but for the satisfaction of the workman concerned the 
employers did assign reasons in the letter dated 31st January, 1969 and under such 
ciicumstances there cannot be any dispute against the employers. 

5. The concerned workman did not raise any objection and accepted the letter 
of the termination of his services and though the employers offered him to pay 
all dues within the specified period the workman failed to turn up to receive 
payment nor he asked the employers to send his dues to him by any other means. 
Subsequently the concerned workman received his dues in full and final and 
axecuted a receipt on 9th July, 1969. 

0, The concerned workmen entered into a settlement in writing on 9th July, 
.1969 having satisfactorily settled all claims with the employers of Kujama Colliery, 

7. The concerned workman having received all his dues from the employers? 
;.and having entered into a mutual settlement declaring no further claim against 
Uhe employers is estopped from raising any further dispute against the same 
employers and the workman voluntarily settled his case and after receiving pay- 
.ment entered into an a^eement with the employers declaring that there watf 
no other claim outstanding to his credit amd all disputes were satisfactorily 
settled. 

8. Therefore, according to the management they were justified in terminating 
Ihe service of Sri A, K, Banerjee with effect from the 1st of February, 1069 ana 
Llie concerned workman is not entitled to any relief. 

9. The concerned workman Sri A. K. Banerjee filed his written statement on 
20th January 1970 and the rejoinder on 21st March 1970. His case is that he was 
appointed as an Overman by the employer in relation to the Kujama Colliery by 
letter dated 21st May, 1908. The employers terminated the services of the con- 
cerned workman by letter dated 31st January, 1969. The termination of service 
being wrongful, he raised an Industrial Dispute before the Assistant Labour Com- 
missioner (C), Dhanhad and that no settlement could be arrived at, the Central 
Government on the failure of conciliation has referred this dispute. 

10. According to the concerned workman, the allegation of habitually coming 
late to work as alleged in the letter of termination is false. The concerned work- 
man is governed by the certified standing orders and under the above standing 
order.s liahltually coming late’ is misconduct. The concerned workman was 
never given any charge-sheet for this act of misconduct and consequently no 
enquiry had been held by the management. He was never given any warning. 
Even for any other misconduct no charge-sheet was issued to the concerned work- 
man The workman had a clean record of service and the allegation of habitually 
coming late is false and colourable. 

11. The concerned workman Sri A. K. Banerjee was always performing hla 
duties to the entire satisfaction of the management and was never given any 
charge-sheet throughout the period of hi.s employment for reporting late on duty 
at all. Sri Banerjee wa.s never cautioned verbally or otherwise to rectify hia 
irregular habits as he was always regular in the performance of his duties. 

12. Sri A. K. Banerjee was not appointed as a probationer, the question of 
confirmation did not arise. The concerned workman was appointed as a perma- 
nent Overman and not on probation. It is clear from the letter of appointment. 

13. The concerned workman joined the services In Kujama Colliery but he 
was not paid his wages at all. In respect of his wages, the concerned workman 
had to file an application before the Central Government Labour Court, Dhahbad 
■and the said application was numbered as L.C. No. 8 of 1969- The subject-matter 
of the above L.C. case No. 8 of 1969 was compromised through the influence of 
the good offices of friends and well wishers of the employer and the workman 
was given sum of Rs. 790. 

14. The settlement dated 9th July 1969 pertains to the subject-matter of L.C. 
'No. 8 of 1969 and there was no mutual settlement regarding the subject-matter of 
the present reference. 

15 . The employers had terminated the service with a view to victimize the 
'concerned workman on a false ground in utter violation of the principles of the 
^natural justice and the termination amounts to dismissal. On these grounds the 
•concerned workman prayed that the termination Of the services of Shri A. K. 
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Banerjee be set aside and the employers be directed to reinstate hinx- with lull 
back wages. 

16. On behalf of the management three witnesses, viz., M.W-1! Iffi-L Crharpurep 
MW-2 S. K. Dua, the Office ^pdt. of Kujama Colliery and M,W-3 Baidyanath 
Prasad were examined, MW-3 has proved his signature on Ext. M-3 and M-6. 8 
items of documents were exhibited on behalf of the management and they are 
marked Ext. M-1 to M-6. On behalf of the workman one witness viz. Sri A. 
Banerjee, the concerned workman has been examined and- 3 items ot documents, 
were exhibited and are marked as Ext. W-1 to W-X- 

17. The point for consideration is whether the management was justified Ini 
terminating the services of Sri A. K. Banerjee, Overmen with effect from the 1st 
of February, 1969? 

18. The preliminary objection was taken on behalfi of the management to the' 
effect that no dispute was raised by the employee before the employer and aa. 
such there cannot be any dispute on the score. 

19. In this connection Wje management cited before me the case of Fedders' 
Lloyd Corporation (Pvt.) Ltd. vs. Lt. Governor, Delhi, reported in 1970 Labour & 

-Industrial cases (421). That decision is based on the Shrpreme Court Judgement, 
reported In AIR 1968 S.C. page 629. In this case their Lordship made the. follow- 
ing observations: 

“We are of the view that the decision of the' Supreme Court in AIR 19681 
S.C. 529 referred to above, has finally established' the proposition' 
that a demand by the workmen must be raised first on the management 
and rejected by them before an Industrial dispute can be said to arise 
and exist and that the making of such a demand to the Conciliationi 
Officer and its communication by him to the management, wHo reject 
the same is not sufficient to constitute an' industrial disp'ute.’’ 

20. In this case WWT Sri A. K. Banerjee Half stated on oath in his evidence’ 
that he did not file any petition against his dismissal. He only orally requested 
the management to take him back. In my opinion this was a valid demand by 
the workman to the management and when the management rejected his demand 
he made a fresh demand before the Conciliation Officer After his demand was. 
refused by the management the concerned workman Sri A. K. Banerjee by a 
letter dated 25th February, 1969 raised an indu.strial dispute before the Concilia- 
tion Officer to the effect that the management of the Kujama Collieiy have illegally 
terminated his services with effect from the 31st of January, 1969 and he rcciuc-sted' 
the office to intervene in the matter. The management appeared before the Con- 
ciliation Officer by filing written statement. 

21. Therefore, in this case I find that a valid demand was made by the con- 
cerned workman first on the management and therefore, there Is no substance ira 
the objection raised by the management and the pre.sent reference is maintainable' 
in law, 

22. The next contention of the management is that the concerned workman- 
having received all his dues from the employers and having entered into a mutual 
settlement declaring no further claim against the employers is estopped from, 
raising any further dispute against the same employers. 

23. The concerned workman Sri A. K. Banerjee, Overman had filed an appli- 
cation being L.C. Case No. 8 of 1969 against the management on 26th February 
1069 under Section 33(C)(2) claiming wages, bonus, leave wages, profit sharing 
bonus from 21st of May, 1968 till 31st of January. 1969. The total amount claimed 
was Rs. 3,500. 

24 . The above L.C. case was disposed of on compromise on the 23rd of July- 
1969. . In that cose Sri S. K. Dua, who Is MW-2 In the present reference appeared 
as witness on behalf of the management and in that case he made the following: 
statement: 

‘Tlie claim put forth him before this Court by the applicant has beem 
compromised at Rs. 700. The management has paid the sum to th& 
applicant and obtained a proper receipt in full settlement. The com- 
promise memo filed before the Court along with the application today 
IS signed in my presence by the applicant, Shri Ameo Kumar Banerjee- 
and it is attested also in my presence by Shrli Baidhatli. Erasad also* 
in my presence.” 
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25. After his examination the Court passed the following Order: 

“Shri S, K. Dua is examined on oath and he has deposed that the applicant 
has received a sum of Rs. 700 in full settlement of his claim and 
passed a proper receipt and that the compromise memo is signed by 
the applicant in his presence and also attested by Shrl Baidnatlfi 
Prasad also in his presence. In view of this sworn testimony I accept 
the compromise memo- The claim application Is therefore, disposed 
of as compromised". 


20. MW-1 Sri A. N. Gharpure, the Manager of Kujama Colliery has also stated 
before me on oath in this connection as follows: — 

“I had knowledge that the concerned workman Shri A. K. Baneriee had 
filed L.C. case being No. LC-8 before the Labour Court at Dhanbad, 
The management had settled that case with the workman.” 

27. MW-2 Sri S. K. Dua has also started in his evidence as follows: — 

“The payment of Rs. 700 mentioned in the Cash Voucher Ext. M-6 was 
made in my presence to the concerned workman Shri A. K. Banerjee. 
The details of payment, are mentioned in the voucher.” 

28. MW-3 Sri Baidyanath Prasad has signed the cash voucher Ext. M-0. In 
this connection he has made the following statement before me in his evidence:— 

“A transaction of Rs. 700 was done in my presence and I .do not know any- 
thing about any L.C. case or any other industrial dispute between 
the parties. I do not know regarding facts of the case.” 

29. On the other hand the concerned workman WW-1 Sri A. K. Banerjee has 
stated in his evidence that the L.C. case filed by him ended in compromise and 
In that connection he received a sum of Hs. 700 from the management. Thisi 
amount covered his claim in the L.C. case No. 8 of 1969 and has got nothing to do 
with the present Industrial Dispute. 

30 Therefore, the settlement dated the 9th of July, 1969 related to the subject 
matter of the application No. LC-8 of 1969. Only the subject matter of L.C. case 
No 8 of 1969 was compromised. The subject matter of the present reference, 
pending before this Tribunal was not settled and compromised as will be clear 
from the certified copy of the compromise petition dated 9th July 1969. There was 
no reference or settlemenl pertaining to or alfcctlng the Industrial Dispute which 
was ind^'pendently raided apart from filling application No, L.C. 8 of 1969. 

31. Thciefore, my finding is that there was no settlement regarding the sub- 
ject matter of the pre.sent reference. The settlement dated 9th July 1909 related 
only to the subject matter of L.C. case No. 8 of 1969. 


32. The case of the management is that the concerned workman Sri A. K. 
Banerjee was appointed as Overman by the Manager 

dated 21st May 1968, asking him to join duty from the 3rd shift of 22nd May, 1968 
and that Sn A. K. Banerjee was not confirmed in his employment. 


33. It was further contended on behalf of the management that the service.^ 
of th.G concerned workmon w®s not found, sotislftctory in ko much, so he was reporting 
for duty late in his shift and was leaving his duty much earlier than the clo.se 
of the shift, and that a number of time the workman was cautioned verbally to 
rectity his irregular habits. 


34 Since the concerned workman was not confirmed in his service the employer 
decided fo simply terminate the services of the workman and did so by a letter 
dated 31st January, 1969. It was further submitted that .since the concerned 
workman was not a confirmed employee and he had not cornpleted one year of 
services with the employers of Kujama Colliery and as such the termination was 
a termination simpliciter and as such no charge sheet was required to be served. 


35 In this connection I may refer also the stand of the management b^ore the 
Conciiiation Officer. In their letter to the Asstt. Labour Commissioner, Dhanbad 
in para 3, the management made the following statements; 

“Shri Banerjee's services had been terminated on the following grounds, 
(a) late coming, (b) leaving work without permission before the end 
of his shift, and (c) habitual absenteeism were all correct. Moreover, 
the facts are so patent that there was no question of holding any 
enquiry before terminating Shri Banerjee s services. 
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30. In this connection the management has drawn my attention to the state- 
ment made by the concerned workman Sri A. K. Banerjee.WW-l in his evidence 
The concerned workman in his evidence has stated as follows: — 

“Duriim the period of my service in Kujama Colliery, I was residing at 
Dhanbad and was going to the Colliery from Dhanbad as I was not 
allotted any quarter by the management. Kujama Colliery is about 
7-B miles from my residential house. I used to walk the distance 
from my house to Dhanbad Ely. Station and from there I used to go 
by Bus upto Jharia and from Jharia to Colliery I used to walk agam. 
I used to catch the bus at Dhanbad Station at about 9 P.M. and reach 
Jharia at 9.30 P.M, and thus I used to reach colliery between 10 to 
U P.M.”. 

37. From his statement it was presumed that since he was living at Dhanbad 
which is at a distance of 7 to 8 miles from Kujama Colliery it was quite possible 
th^ he was usually late in attending his duty or that be was anxious to leave 
his duty earlier than the scheduled time. But it is mere conjecture. 

38. MW-1 Sri A. N. Gharpure has stated in his evidence that he had never 
Issued chargesheet to the concerned workman for bis irregular attendance. He 
never issued any letter to the concerned workman for c" utionirie him for his 
irregular attendace or for his any unpunctuality. He further ^ated that there was 
no report in writing to him about late coming to duty of Shrl A. K. Banerjee 
or abuot his unsatisfactory work. 

39. Therefore, there was no satisfactory evidence that Sri A. K. Banerjee was 
performing his duty unsatisfactorily nor there is any evidence that he was cau- 
tioned in writing to rectify his irregular habits of late coming on duty or un- 
punctuality. During the entire period of service he was never chargesheeted for 
any misconduct. Therefore, I find that there is no satisfactory evidence that he 
Was irregular in performing his duty. 

40. Ext. M-1 is the letter of appointment. It runs as follows; — 

"You are appointed here as Overman. You are requested to join your 
duties from 22nd May, 1968 in the 3rd shift.” 

41. Ext. M-2 is the letter of termination dated 31st January, 1C69. It runs 
as follows; — 

“Your services are no longer required as it is found that inspite of re- 
peated warning, you are continuing io habitually (a) coming late (b) 
quitting work before the shift ends without permission (c) habitually 
absenting from work.” 

42. Admittedly no chargesheet was served on the concerned workman. As 
already stated above the stand of the management before the Conciliation autho- 
rity was that the facts are so patent that there was no question of holding any 
enquiry before termination of the services of Sri A. K. Banerjee. The letter 
of appointment Ext. M-1 does not show that the concerned workman Sri A, K. 
Banerjee was appointed as a probationer and therefore, the question of con- 
firmation does not arise. The service of the concerned workman was terminated 
for coming late and quitting work before the shift ends without permission. 
But a habitual late attendance and habitual absence without leave or without 
sufficient cause is a misconduct under Section 27(4) of the Standing Order 
inspite of his no chargesheet was Issued to the concerned workman Sri A. K. 
Banerjee, 

43. In the absence of express provision in the Standing orders, the employer 
has no power to discharge a permanent workman merely at his will or pleasure 
such order of discharge is Illegal. Before the workman c- be dismissed for 
misconduct, the employer must hold a regular enquiry, 

44. In this case the concerned workman was discharged as a punishment 
for some misconduct and therefore, order of dismissal must be preceded by a 
regular enquiry otherwise the dismissal Is illegal 

45. Where the standing orders classify misconduct which me'it the order 

of dismissal, the workman can be dismissed only if he is foiud euiltv of any 

such misconduct, and not otherwise. If the workman is to be dismissed on the 

ground of his having committed some grave misconduct in the discharge of his 
duties, a firoper and fair enquiry must precede the order of dismissal and it 

must be shown at the conclusion of the enquiry that the workman had 
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been found to be guilty of misconduct deserving the punishment of dismissal. 
But admittedly in this case no enquiry was held at all. 

46. In this view of the case I hold that the management was not justified in 
terminating the services of Sri A. K. Banerjce, Overman with effect from the 
let of February, 1969 and therefore, the concerned workman Sri A. K. Banerjee 
is entitled to be reinstated with full back wages from 1st February, 1869 upto 
the date of his reinstatement along with continuity of service. 

47. This is my award. It may now be submitted to the Central Govt, under 
Section 15 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, Employment and Reh^ilitatioiu 
Department of Labour and Employment, by their order No. 1/18/70-LRll, dated 
10th August, 1970 have referred to this Tribunal for adjudication an industrial 
dispute existing between the employers in relation to the managernent of Hindus- 
than Lalpeth Colliery belonging to the Perfect Pottery Company Ltd,, Chandrapur 
in respect of the matters specified in the following schedule: — 

Schedule 

“fi) Whether the management of Hindusthan Lalpeth Colliery belonging to 
the Perfect Pottery Company Limited, Post Office, Chandrapur, Dis- 
trict Chandrapur is ju-stified In not maintaining a permanent nucleus 
of 32 wagon loaders? If not, what should be the permanent strength 
of wagon loaders in the colliery and to what relief are the temporary 
wagon loaders entitled and from what date? 

(u) Whether the said management is justified in not granting sick leave 
wages and train fare In accordance with the recommendations of the 
Central Wage Board for Coal Mining Industry as accepted by the 
Government of India in their Resolution No. WB-16(5)/60 dated the 
21 st July 1967? If not, to what relief are the workmen entitled and 
from what date?” 
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2. The Maharashtra Pradesh Rashtriya Koyala Khadan Kamgar Sangh which 
is a trade union had made several demands to the employers on behalt of the 
workmen in the mines. As the management did not concede those demands the 
Sangh had served the management with a strike ijptice dated 20th March, 1970 
stating that the workers were going on strike trom I3th April 1970, The 
notice was received by the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) Nagpur who 
admitted the dispute in conciliation. During the conciliation proceedings some of 
the demands were settled and about the rest the parties could not agree. Hence a 
failure report was made and Government has referred the above two issues to 
this Tribunal for adjudication. 

3. The scjiedule will show that the first issue pertains to the maintenance of a 
permanent nucleus of wagon loaders and what should be the strength and the 
second pertains to sick leave wages, train fares etc. 

4. After the issue of notices to the parties the management has filed a written 
statement denying the workmen’s claim. They had opposed the reference on the 
technical contention that the Maharashtra Pradesh Rashtriya Koyala Khaaan 
Kamgar Sangh had started functioning only from October 1969 and the majority 
of the workmen were not the members of the union and it was not an industrial 
dispute. On the merits it was alleged that the wagon loading department of the 
colliery was a department of a casual nature having no regular supply of empty 
wagons and the management maintained only average staff in the department as 
permanent, and the workmen who were temporary were not entitled to the bene- 
fits claimed. Other contentions were also raised. 

B. The union did not file any statement of claim. But on the date of hearing 
the parties appeared and submitted that the dispute has been amicably .settled. The 
management has agreed to maintain a permanent nucleus of 32 wagon loaders and 
that the management was actually maintaining such nucleus and there was no 
dispute about it. About the second demand the management has agreed to pay 
to the 26 temporary wagon loaders whose names are given in the list attached to 
the terms of settlement an amount of Rs. 40/- each in satisfaction of all the claims 
arising out of the dispute. 

6. The management is maintaining a permanent nucleus of 32 wagon loaders. 
They have also agreed to pay Rs. 40/- in satisfaction of the sick leave wages and 
train fare and the terms of settlement are reasonable. I accept the same and pass 
an award accordingly. The terms of settlement marked annexure A’ shall form 
part of this award.
